PITTSBURG, Pa., June 3.—John

quarters. The, bullet passed throust® 
the left sleeve of the detective’s. coat. 
All the papers and literature in the 
office were taken to the police 
station. The round-up of suspects In 
the bomb cases continues this after- 
noon.

PRESIDENT WILSON 
SEEKS EARLY PEACE 


PARIS, June 3.—Following a 
meeting at the Hotel Crilton this 
morning, attended by President Wil- 
son and the entire personnel, the 
American peace mission called an 
immediate conference of British, 
French, Italian and American ex- 
perts in an endeavor to obtain a 
compromise agreement, whereby a 
concerted front may be presented to 
the German demands for amendment 
of the peace treaty. The object is 
to insure an early signing of peace. 

President Wilson, who presided, 
declared: 

Time is now the greatest essen- 
tial. We must get the world back 
to work. It is necessary that 
America mediate the mooted prob- 
lems, secure an agreement with the 
French and British and then insist 
that Germany accept the treaty.

SOLDIER SHOULD BE PAID 


‘Play Fair,’’ a new soldiers’ and sail- 
ors’ paper started at Denver, is at hand 
and is very interesting. Among other 
things it advocates the payment by the 
Government right now to the soldiers 
and marines a fair compensation for their 
time, and in this the News heartily 
agrees. 

These men were taken from their jobs 
and professions and put into the war, 
and.they should be paid a fair Wage for 

. every month they were thus employed, 
and the $30 a month and board is net a 
fair wage by any manner of means. Dur- 
ing the time they were foreed to put in 
for our army and navy millions of others 
were employed in various war work 
building ships, making munitions, and 
thousands of other things, and they were 
all paid for their tmie a high wage by 
the Government, while the soldier and 
sailor is given a beggerly $30 a month 
and coset and then turned adrift, flat 
broke, out of a job and upon his own re- 
sources. It is unjust, not right, unfair and 
un-American. 

Speaking editorially along these lines 
‘‘Play Fair’’ has the following to say: 

What was their time worth? ‘They 
were dragged by the roots from their in- 
dustrial, social or business connections; 
we are not attempting to compute the 

sustained in that manner, half fin- 
ished enterprises that were abandoned; 
trades partially completed, that will re- 
quire beginning at the beginning again; 
homesteaders who sold their stock and 
machinery,—and there were thonsands of 
those cases in the West and Northwest; 
artisans and skilled workmen who sold

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their tools because in many cases. they 
had no one to leave them in care of. 


We are not attempting to compute 
these losses. We are simply proposing 
that an equitable figure for the time given 
shall be paid, That that payment shall 
be payment in full, and that each sol- 
dier and sailor accepting such yment 
shall deliver a sige release to the Gov- 
ernment forever disavowing any service 
pension claim. Disability claims, of 
course, will not be affected. 

It will cost two or three billion dollars 
to settle with the boys now; and that two 
or three billion dollars of capital or credit 
in the hands of our four million boys 
will speedily grow to four, six, ten bil- 
lions of dollars of national wealth. Don’t 
expect them to go out and get drunk on 
this two billions. They will have an aver- 
age of aix or eight h ‘d dollars com- 
ing to them; that little capital will re- 
lease their power, their -initiative, their 
ambition, their labor power. It will sup- 
ply them with tools, with a start in busi- 
ness. Tens of thousands of them will 
speedily become empfoyers; some will 
squander it of course, but our argument 
is going to the question only of the great 
rank and file. 

It is better to pay them now and give 
them this start in life than to permit the 
Service Pefsion question to be raised in 
the future. Five billion dollars is the 
staggering sum paid Mexican, Civil and 
Spanish War Veterans to date, and the 
end is not yet. Thev were but a hand- 
ful compared with the millions who are 
returning from this war; and just as 
surely as this debt, this obligation, is not 
settled in full now, and the signed release 
of each soldier taken, just so surely will 
the Pension Issue come up in the future. 
Past Pension apppropriations will shrivel 
into insignificance in the lght of the new 
demands. 

It will be their right to demand then 
—and they will demand, and Congress 
will be helpless before their demands— 
if we do not pay them what we owe them 
now. 


DONT’S KNOW WAR IS OVER 


The following from the pen of Irvin 
Cobb, who recently lectured here in Rich- 
mond, we find in the Saturday Evening 
Post and is certainly twitting on facts: 

During the late war both as individuals 


und as a nation we practiced many 
economics, some of them_ self-imposed, 
some of them compulsory. Far be it from 


a patriot to intimate that with regard 
to certain of these economies as prac- 
ticed by certain people the accent should 
have been upon the second syllable. Suf- 
fice it to say, we praeticed thew: Some 
of them we still are practicing. 

Take the hotels, for example. Could 
anything. have been more whole-souled, 
more unanimous, more acclaminatious 
than the spirit in which the hotels greeted 
the Hooverian edict that smaller portions 
should be served and that the butter and 
the sugar and the rolls should be 
rationed? How willingly they cut down 
on everything except the prices! How 
cheerfully, since the armistice was signed, 
have they continued to keep everything 
cut down except the prices! Indeed’ many 
of our hotel keepers have yet to hear that 
the restrictions touching. upon bread and 
sugar and butter tava beak relaxed. It 
probably will be years from now before 
they do hear about, this, and even after 
they have heard it, months and perhaps 
years will pass before they can bras 
themselves to believe it. They'll go righ 
on issuing six oyster crackers with an 
oyster stew costing the consumer seventy- 
five cents; and any person who persists 
in recalling the old days when for two 
bits a man could get enough oyster stew‘ 
to kalsomine a picket fence, with which, 
in addition, he might eat all the crackers 
and bread and butter and celery and dill 
pickles and radishes he pleased, without 
additional charge, will be considered an 
undesirable Eastonier and treated as such 
by the proprietor and the hired help.
